Cacciottolo is also president of the Garfield Ridge Neighborhood Watch, Board Director of the 
Garfield Ridge Chamber of Commerce, member of the United Business Association of Midway, and 
graduate of Curie Metropolitan High School and the University of Illinois-Chicago. 
  
Alejandrina Cerna, Owner and Lead Teacher at My Zmall World Childcare Center 
Alejandrina Cerna is a Garfield Ridge resident, owner of and lead teacher at My Zmall World 
Childcare Center, and member of the Garfield Ridge Chamber of Commerce. Ms. Cerna is also a 
social worker, with a degree in early childhood education. She is a graduate of Benito Juarez High 
School and St. Augustine College.
